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Hope School Tax Hike 


In the school election next Tuesday, Dec. 5, the 


voters of Hope School District J-A will answer fhe 
school board's request to increase the school millage 
from present 35 to 40. 


We had this same issue before us a few years 


back and the voters, turning out for a record-breaking 
total of nerly 2,000, rejected the 5-mill increase by 
t#o to one. 
'" The Hope bood invited your editor to meet with 
them about six weeks ago, and at that time told him 
they were again considering the 5-mill increase re- 
quest.And your editor regretfully informed the board 
that the newspaper's position was unchanged, and 
that we would advise the voters to reject the increase. 


I think every public-spirited citizen who has stud- 


ied the operating figures of the local schools will 
agree they need more revenue. The point on which we 
hang up is how that extra revenue will be raised. 
0tt The board talks in terms of millage. If millage 
alone would solve the schools' problem then the prob- 
lem would have been solved long ago—for when this 
writer came to Hope in 1929 the schools operated 
under an 18-mill ceiling, which was later abolished; 
the local millage now is 35, and in some parts of the 
state it approaches 60. Thereore today's request-for 
40 mills is merely a forerunner of 45 or 50 in years 
to come—and with the basic problem of school sup- 
port still unsolved. 


In all fairness to the school board I want to say 


l^iat their own statement of facts admits this condi- 
tion. Here is what the board said in a statement dat- 
ed Oct. 27, 1961: 
. , 
' 


"How does the Hope millage compare with the 


rest of Arkansas school districts? About 2 mills below 
average for the state. 


"How docs the assessed valuation per child com- 


pare with other school districts of comparable size? 
Hope school district is one of the lowest in (oral sup- 
port, millaqc, and assessed valuation per child. 


"How does Hope district compare in salary sch- 


ftMule? Sixty per cent of schools in state are above 
Hope." 


In other words, between teachers' salaries, mi- 


lage, and assessments, it is the assessing level where 
we show up the worst. Anl it is an old rule of business 
—whether public or private—that you repair .the 
weakest spot first. 


What the school board admits about 9ssessments 


is borne out by the figures at Hempst'ead county 
courthouse. 
. 
In 1929,when the dollar was 100 cents, insreadf of 


today's 33, the county's total assessment was $8.- 
132,592. 


The'bottom figure of the depression, 1935, was 


$5,723,896. 


Today's total (1960) is $13,517,01'5. 
But converted into today's dollar, and not allow- 


ing anything for new construction, that 1929 figure 
would be.worth $24,000,000—yet today we come up 
with barely half of it. This dicrepancy shows up in the 
price of everything we buy today compared with 
(n\929, and particularly in the inflated insurance cov- 
erage we carry on this deflated assessment. Look at 
your own property's assessment measured by your in- 
surance coverage. 


Your editor has tried to do something ab.out this. 


He served at his own expense on Governor Cherry's 
state-wide Assessment Comittee, and when that fail- 
ed he carried on a state-wide fight through the sales 
tax to require local districts to bolster their tax assess- 
ing level. And in 1958, at his insistence, the school 
districts of this county launched a county-wide ap- 
praisal to mack up assessments. 


That 1958 appraisal helped the Hope school dis- 


trict by $ 16,000 per year. Your editor viewed this as a 
continuing effort. Apparently the school board did 
not. I offered to help with a continuing appraial plan. 
The board said it was the right thing to do—but they 
couldn't wait. 


The board couldn't wait—so now I can't go. 
It is this writer's habit to put his money where his 


mouth is. The Hope Star building represents $40.000.

I gave the courthouse a letter on that. They did noth- 


'ffig about a building that was reconstructed in 1955 


f 
until I got off a state-wide television program in 


* 
October 1958, in which I said our company was pay- 
ing less in inflation-adjusted dollars in 1958, with 
real estate, than we .paid in 1929, without real 
estate. The next morning the boys were measuring 
our building for the tax books. Today this $40,000 
building is on the tax books for an assessment of 
$8,070—something over 20%. And our local taxes 
have gone up from around $200 in 1929 to 5750 to-

Is this picture general? You can't know without a 


sontinuing appraisal. 


To the man with property assessed too low an in- 


increase from 35 to 40 mills doesn't mean much. 


But it means a great deal to the small man whose 


property already is fully assessed. 


Hempstead has one of the worst assessing records 


in Arkansas. 


The only way you are going to correct that pic- 


ture is to reject any and all millage increases and 
jjpmpel the school managers to demand adequate 
assessing at the; courthpuse.' A beainning was made 
in 1958. Hod the effort been continued this request

gold—paper money aftd credit — 
the seesaw relationship of the U.S. 
dollar to the Sritish pound and the 
Canadian dollar and the German

These are all parts—and often 


confusing parts—of the big inter- 
national monetary, problem that 
the central bankers of the Western 
world are trying to solve.. 


Their aim is to achieve some 


stability in world currencies and 
world trade, to halt or minimize 
the spasmodic runs on the dollar 
or pound with an accompanying 
rlis'h to buy1 and hoard' goM, to 
keep trade between nations in bet- 
ter balance ami thus promote the 
economic growth of all. 


The parts often confuse, even 


hide, the whole. 


Right now the headlines center 


on these Items: 


1. The proposed U.S. move away 


from silver as a backing for part 
of its currency. The first result is 
a big upward push in silver prices 
on the commodity market, with 
much fluctuation expected to fol- 
low, 


2. Fresh losses of gold by the 


U.S. Treasury as Britain buys the 
metal with spare dollars to bolster 
Bank of England reserves and 
protect the pound, recently under 
attack because of its foreign trade 
deficit. 


3. The drop of the Canadian dol- 


lar below 96 American cents for 
the first time in 10 years. 


All ef these are expected to have 


political repercussions here and 
abroad.

Kennedy's 
proposal 


to demonetize silver entirely, ex- 
cept for .coins, by substituting Fed- 
eral Reserve notes for some $2 
billion in paper money now backed 
by silver seems sure to stir up the 
embers of historic monetary dis- 
putes in Congress. 


The loss of gold by the U.S. 


Treasury is linked to our balance 
of payment deficit. We are spend- 
ing more dollars overseas than we 
arc getting back. And efforts to 
remedy this is stirring up one of 
the biggest fights in years in Con- 
gress over tariffs. Should they be 
lowered in return for concessions 
abroad 
on 
American exports? 


Should they be raised to protect 
domestic industries from foreign 
Imports? 


Some experts are suggesting a 


solution to the many 
financial 


problems can be found in estab- 
lishing an international monetary 
unit—whether as currency or as 
central bank credit—to handle ex- 
change procedures, bolster any 
temporarily 
threatened 
national 


currency, and keep all on as even 
a keel as possible in this changing 
world. 


But through all these problems 


there run strong threads of na- 
tionalism and national prides. 


The chances are the immediate 


troubles will be trashed out in the 
upcoming session of the U.S. Con- 
gress, in the British House of 
Commons, in the capitals of the 
Western European trading bloc.
